I am passing the Safety Cou n­ 
cil s warning on to you in the 
hope that you will think twice be­ 
fore failing to tak e precau tions 
against the u nseen k iller.

Doctor Carl Pfeiffer of Wayne 
Univ ersity, and his co-workers 
of the 
Univ ersity 
of Chicago 
hav e tried 
such salt solutions 
in the treatment 
of migraine 
headache. In migraine there is 
sev ere headache with sickness 
to 
the stomach and v omiting, 
sometimes 
dizziness, and dis­ 
turbances of the v ision. 
When salt solutions are giv ­ 
en, 
they tend to increase the 
v olume 
of blood 
since more 
fluid« 
will 
enter 
the 
blood 
when more of the v arious salts 
are present. 
This increase in 
blood v olume helps to get rid 
of 
the 
edema 
of 
the brain 
through speeding up the circu­ 
lation. Salt solutions in addi­ 
tion will cause 
an 
increased 
activ ity of the kidneys. 
Doctor 
Pfeiffer and his eo- 
workers, conseq uently, search­ 
ed for a mixture of salts which 
would increase the blood v ol­ 


ume without increasing kidney 
action, and finally found that 
a mixture of calcium 
lactate 
and 
potassium 
chloride 
was 
suitable. 
They tried out their 
treatment 
on 
about 150 pa­ 
tients. 
They 
started with a 
large dose of the mixture and 
then, when symptoms were re­ 
liev ed, the dose was increased. 
If the patients continued with 
the large doses ov er a period 
of sev eral 
months, the symp­ 
toms tended to recur. 
Doctor 
Pfeiffer and his co- 
workers 
also 
noted 
that if 
treatment 
was 
stopped alto­ 
gether. 
the 
headaches 
came 
back, but again were reliev ed 
when the salt solution mixture 
was 
u« cd for them. It is aKo 
interesting 
to note that if the 
headaches were limited to the 
-left side, 
relief was obtained 
more freq uently than when the 
headaches 
were on the right 
side. The salts 
were giv en in 
capsules 
and only rarely did 
they 
upset the stomach. Some 
patient 
reported that they felt 
better in general and that their 
minds were more activ e. If too 
many of the capsules were tak­ 
en, dull headaches were likely 
to dev elop. 
It is suggester, 
in carrying 
out the treatment with the salt 
mixture, 
that the mixture be 
giv en at the first sign 
of 
a 
headache. 
One of the adv an­ 
tages of this treatment is that 
pain-reliev ing 
drugs, such as 
aspirin, can be used at the same 
time as the salt mixture is em­ 
ployed. 
In a later scries of patients, 
niacin was 
added to the salt 
mixture and the results were 
ev en better than with the salt 
alone. 
It would appear that further 
studies of the use of salt mix­ 
tures 
in tiv e treatment of mi­ 
graine will determine the

act benefits 
which 
are to be 
obtained from its use, and that 
truly would 
be good news to

NEW YORK — John Powell 
raises flies. 
He also raises cock­ 
roaches. and sometimes throw’s in 
a milkweed beetle or two just to 
keep 
the score 
ev en. 
Eighteen 
v ears 
ago he 
caught 
the first 
couple hundred 
of his assort­ 
ment at a New York fish market, 
and they'v e been thriv ing ev er 
since—except when he kills part 
of them off, which is ev ery day 
of the week. 
This crawly enterprise isn't a« 
fly-by-night as it sounds. Powell 
is the head of an organization 
which manufactures raw m ate­ 
rials for insecticides. In order to 
test the lethal ability of his pro­ 
ducts, Powell bumps off about 
15.000 flies a day. 
Fiv e hundred at a 
time—all 
exactly fiv e days old —are put into 
a 6x6x6 foot death chamber. The 
fly-killer being tested is sq uirted 
in through a spray that looks like 
the one the dentist uses when 


he’s cleaning out a filling. 
After the ten minute test, most 
of the flies are knocked out. Then 
the substance is blown out of the 
chamber, the insects are gathered 
up with a kind of hand v acuum 
clearer and and dejKisited in a 
screened 
box.
